Grand Prix were run upon the same day, The 
‘French representatives pointed out that their 
Club could.not ‘and would not. go back on. its 
decisions, Other automobitiste: were ab firm’ 
and the Frenchmen held'a secret meeting and, 
after a further representation from the’ for» 
elgners, the French Club gave way. It was 
then arranged that the ‘race for the Gordon 


‘Bennett Cup and the race for the Grand Prix’ 


should be two separate events. No dates for 
the two races were fixed, but it was agreed 
that a fortalght’s interval should take place be- 
‘tween them, the Gordon. Bennett Cup being 
decided first, It was also agreed that’ in so 
far o8 the expenses’ for the Gordon-Bennett 


Cup -tace were concemed, they should be | 
shared by all the foreign clubs with the |. 


French Club, Both parties expressed them- 
telves satisfied, nnd o general feeling of 
magnanimity seems to have prevailed. The 
representatives decided that from next year 
‘the Gordon-Bennett Cup race shall be trans: 
formed into on open race, in’ which the cone 
testing nations shall be tepresenied | in propore 
tion to the importance ef their industry. The 
method of fixing this tepresentation was, howe 
ever, left in abeyance, “It was decided that 
the French Automobile Club shall organise

thé Gordon-Bennett eliminating race, the 
Gordon-Bennett race proper and the Grand 
Prix;in the improbable cfreumstance of the 
Government refusing 10 authorise an addi- 
tional race, the Gordon-Bennett Cup race to 
be ron in Belgium... Finally, in view of the 
petitions which have been circulated, and: par- 
ticularly of (hat ‘one by which certain French 
makers declared they would not run their cars 
if the’ Grand Prix and the Gordon-Bennett 
Cup were separated, as has now been done, 
the French Automobile Club will, it is declared, 
acting on its own authority and in accordance 
with the rules, nominate three cars to represent 
Franca in the Gordon Bennett, Cup rice, 
Whether the French makers_will accept and:
